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1, The miti-. ary forces now available to the daritish in Maleya are capable of 
winnli: ouc Government's campaign against militant Communiem. if Serene 
forces would provide the people of Malaya with greater + security agaiast Gon 
munist. terrorism, they would not only contribute substentially to the campeign, 
but would resist less violent appeals of the Communists for popular support. 


2. There are at least two weaknesses slowing up the present: camsaien against Come 

munism that could be corracted, The first of these is ae oe that tne 
rubber interests are not contributing their share of sup tb Lor the camp: 
In view of the unprecedented profits which rubber anecres hs are now 
this support should be contributed readily, The Government is .art 
blame for this Jack of suoport, since it has not recuired mere activ 
tion of rubber interests in the campaign. 


3. An example cf this lack of suppert is the fact thal. undergrowth has not. been 
cleared from along the borders of rubber estates and from the edges of tick 
internal roads. Tenvoers and other employees of the rubber estetes should r= 
resettled in 2 manner slaiiar to that used with the scuathers, This woule 
prevent their giving support to guerrillas from outlying laber lines, Tre 
Government covld enforce these measuras without dlificulty, but ib has act 


done so, 
4, The seo. | weakness in the present campaign is the fact thet police ane, a 
spechalista have been brought to Halaya from outside while the full cena 


of persons available in bialaya hus net been utilized. althon gh outside | 
ists ave useful, their special abilities have nol been coordinated with ° 
of personnel with more oackepround in Malaya. Tilese specialists have rec 
even more time to become Yemiliar with tocal conditions pecause they have | 
riven too much authority. 


5.  Hecause some of these newacmers have not cenonstrated a basic interest 
Malaya, they nave not won the support of capable asiatbic groups and indi icbials 
who were loyal te veteran officials, 
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
